5.——-The thirteen sufvivors of the 
British steamer Columbian, bound 


from Antwerp for New York, which 
caught fire at sea Sunday night, were 
picked up today by the Cunard liner 
Franconia, bound from Liverpool for 
Boston. 
In the boat with the survivors was 
the hody of the chief steward, Mat- 
thews. 
Another boat, containing the chief 
and second officer and seventeen men, 
wae still adrift. The Franconia 
cruised in search. 

Those aboard the Franconia are: 
James Drohan, wireleas operator: An-« 
tone carpenter; tIvar Ilverson, 
boatswain's mate; Unguse /Vring, 
Jens Jensen, A. Abeinick, quarter- 
master; Gustavo Schriberg, donkey- 
man; Thomas Connor, Juri Let and 
Arthur Brautik, able seaman; Antony 
Cordones and Bennett Rother. fire- 
man, and Frank Wedekind, messroom 
steward. 

The survivors suffered terribly dur- 
ing forty hours’ exposure in an open 
boat. Their exhaustion was so great 
that it was impossible to obtain a co- 
herent story from them several hours 
after they were picked up. 

The Columbian caught tire Sunday 
night when about 300 miles south of 
Cape Race. A series of explosi ong fol- 
lowed immediately. Capt. McDonald 
ordered the wireless operator, James 
Drohan, to send out calls for assist- 
ance, but one of the explosions put 
the wireless apparatus out of commis- 
sion. 

With the vessel belching flames and 
torn by the explosions, it soon became 
evident that the crew could do noth- 
ing and the order to abandon the 
ship was given. 

‘The men left the Columbian in two 
boats. Chief Steward Matthews was 
in charge of the first. Thies boat put 
away and lay to for a time, but in 
the dense smoke which surrounded 
the burning vessel the other boat was 
not visible and the e¢teward'’s boat 
finally drifted far from the scene. 

Of their suffering during the forty 
hours in which they were tossed about 
and of the death of Chief Steward 
Matthews during this time, the men 
could say little when they were 
brought onto the decks of the Fran- 
conia, 

Food and sleep were the first con- 
siderations, and, although sympathetic 
passengers were ready with offers of 
Assistance, Capt. Miller of the Fran- 
conla saw to it that the survivors 
were first given the required rest.

MUST PAY WIFE. 


SHE WINS SEPARATION SUIT 
AGAINST RAYMOND. 


In Fixing the Alimony of One Hun- 
dred Dollars a Month, New York 
Judge Estimates Earning Capacity 
of Millionaire's Son at Nine Hun- 
dred a Year.

NEW YORK, May 5.—Ethel Lor- 
raine Belmont today won her separa- 
tion suit against Raymond Belmont, 
son of August Belmont, the financier. 
Alimony at the rate of $100 a month 
was allowed. Young Belmont is now 
abroad. Ethel Lorraine had passed as 
an actress, although she had never 
been on the stage. 
In his opinion granting Mrs. Bel- 
mont a decree, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Greenbaum commented on the 
“giided vouth of the great city.” Al- 
luding to young Belmont, the court 
sald: 
“His career of idleness, stimulated 
by the plaintiff, has not been con- 
ducive to a healthy preparation for 
the serious problems of life.” 
In fixing the amount of the alimony 
Justice Greenbaum alluded to testi- 
mony to the effect that August Bel- 
mont cut off his son's allowance of 
$3000 a year upon learning of the 
marriage and that Raymond Belmont 
left his father's employ, giving up «a 
salary of $900 a vear. 
When Raymond Belmont became 
of age in 1910, according to the opin- 
ion, he had a fortune of $143,284. In 
three years he spent $73.000, “almost 
constantly in the company of _ the 
plaintiff.” the opinion finds, besides 
giving about $30,000 in cash to the 
plaintiff. The money, said the court, 
was spent “in a life of pleasure and 
recklees equanderings.” The alimony 
is calculated on an income of $2000 
a year and an earning capacity of 
$900.

“We have receive’ your telegram 
in which you are kinuw -nough to tell 
us that you deem it Inconvenient for 
Constitutionalist cause to suspend hos- 
tilities against Gen. HMuerta. on the 
grmund that such suspension would 
only accrue to the benefit of Huerta, 
and in which you declare the inter- 
national conflict between Mexico and 
the United States for whose solution 
you accepted our good offices is in- 
dependent of the internal strife in 
that country. 

“We consider this unexpectéd state- 
ment as inconsistent with the idea 
which caused us to offer our good of- 
fices. We think, indeed, that all the 
aifficulties which have contributed to- 
ward the present situation tn Mexi- 
co bear either directly or indirectly 
on the solution of the pending conflict 
between Mexico and the United States. 
Consequently we think these difficul- 
ties should be made the subject of 
consideration in the negotiations for 
whose successful conduct we have 
deemed it indispensable to suspend 
hostilities. 

“Should you not deem it so, we 
would be compelled in that case to 
withdraw as inopportune our invita- 
tion for the appointment of repre-

“For this condition no one element 
in the party was solely responsible.

But the recal] has been foisted upon us 
by designing agitators. and it is attended 
by so many evils that we ere confident 
few of its friends are thoroughly familiar 
with its charagter, with its iniquities and 
with its k, um@tAmerican injustice. It 
was halled enthusiastically by so-called 
“reformers,” the leaders of whom were 
merely political bosses working a new ruse 
to build up a following and gain power.

But the intolerable unfairness of this de- 
vice permits the official who is being re 
called to De opposed by numerous other 
candidates. As many as want to can run 
against him, and the official whom the citt- 
zens elected must get a majority of al! the 
votes cast to retain his office. In political 
elections of all kinds, other than when con- 
ducted under the recall, the man who gets 
the largest number of votes is elected. But 
under the Los Angeles county recal! the 
man in office must get more votes than 
the combined total of those opposing him. 

It is difficult to conceive of anything in 
politics, outside of pure bribery and rob- 
bery, that is more disgracefully unjust than 
that such a handicap should be placed on

POWER BONDS, 

The proposed $6,500,000 issue of power 
bonds should be voted down on Friday. 

Because the taxpayers of Los Angeles are 
now paying for interest and sinking fund 
on the $28,992.000 of city bonds outstand- 
ina—$9534 for each of the 303 business 
days of the year, a burden in itself much 
heavier than the taxpayers should be car- 
rying in these times of business depression 
and anti-business legislation, existing and 
threatened. 

Because the voting °and issuance of the 
proposed $6,500,000 bonds would increase 
that burden on the ‘taxpayers to $11,436 per 
business day, no matter how much more 
depressed business sha!! become than It is. 

Because acceptance of either one of the 
companies’ still standing two co-operative 
offers will give the city a cash income of 
$1,000,000 a year, without any risk or wor- 
ry, which income, plus the saving of $1501 
taxes per business day by not voting the 
bonds, will reduce the taxpayers’ load from 
$11,036 per business day to $6894, a saving 
to them of $4142 per business day.

development. So she leaves him. 
She proves quite as much of a failure as 
a business woman, as a mistress, as she did 
as a wife, and Galsworthy’s sympathies are 
understood to be very much on her side. 
But what his play really shows is the grand 
futility of freedom. -She was a discontent- 
ed, spoiled darling as a wife—a silave— 
but, oh, she was lonesome and utterly de- 
jected when she was gloriously free. 
Galaworthy’s play is regarded as a plea 
for the full emancipation of woman. But 
practical women—the ones that are the 


busy repudiating the gentleman. Masev- 
line sympathizers have a way of advancing 
the protection idea—give ‘em all they want 
and protect them from the consequences. 

But deep in ovr consciousness women 
know very well that freedom is only worth 
having in the abstract. Most of us wanted 
to shake his precious fugitive. She would 
have been so much happier had she stayed 
at home and done her whole duty, with 
the proper attitude of sweet forbearance, 
angelic martyrdom. She could have evolved 
all the self-expression, self-development, 
necessary and retained her high ideal of 
freedom without any disillusions. 


To talk freedom is inspiring, ennobling. 
lofty, exquisite. To get it is to lose all 
ambition, all hope. Fortunately few of us 
ever get it. Our heaven-born instinct is to 
provide ourselves with new shackles with 
extraordinary promptitude—just like the 
dear fugitive—and find them uglier and 
more uncomfortable than the ones we have 


A merciful Providence has seen to it that 
we love our shackles, and the vast majority 
of us are conspicuously successful as 
siaves. We know it. For which reason, 
directly we have secured the glorious free- 
fom of the vote. we omit to register, omit 
to go to the polls. And those of us who do 
exercise our free vote do so with a pro- 
found sense of its exacting possibilities. 
We become a positive slave to it and vote 
and register, register and vote every few 
weeks, until we moan miserably under the 
cruel burden and pose as martyrs to a 
great duty. Unless we can conscientiously 
turn that free vote into a tyrannical duty, 
wo ignore it altogether. 

This trend of mind tis not peculiar to 
women. Not by any means. Whole na- 
tions under masculine government suffer 
from these self-eame weaknesses. Every 
great empire has had its wild yearnings 
for freedom: and just so soon as it was 
gained, freedom brought them nothing but 
sorrow, nothing but repentance, nothing 
but dissolution. 

If these United States were really “free” 
they would have gone to the dogs long ago. 
Fortunately democracy has inafinctively 
hemmed itself in with bosses and the world 
fs wont té smile at American freedom. 
There is much, much more real freedom in 
France and England—and France and Eng- 
land are on the down-grade, torn with 
etrife and disillusion.

Arc lights are gone, or- 
namental lights are not yet a reality, 
and the residents say they have 
reached a place where patience ceases 
te be a virtue. 

“I was very sorry indeed,” said W. 
D. Murphy, secretary of the Oak 
Knoll Improvement Association, last 
night, “to hear Mr. Koiner, manager 
of the municipal light pliant say that 

reason the light has not been 
turned on is that the payments have 
mot been made by property-owners 
and that the work has not yet been 
completed. The fact is there is but, 
a single property-owner who has not 
made. his payment, and the whole 
thing tse held up on this account. 

“The work has been completed in 
so far as it was first undertaken. The 

ts have Deen installed along Oak 

oll avenue from Arden road south 
to a point near Ridge Way. Since 
this project was undertaken a second 
one has come up, which is that of ex- 
tending the lights some distance far- 
ther. But this has nothing to do 
with the original undertaking. It is 
true that the people on this street 
were a little slow getting under way 
with the work, that some of the pave- 
ment had to be torn up and that 
there is a deficit, which we hope soon 
will be made up. But the payments 
have ali been made, with this one ex- 
ception. The arc lights were turned

CAUSES DISPUTE. 


Ownership of Coin Leads to 
Shooting Affair. 


Victim Dying, Slayer Boasts 
of the Deed. 


Two Men Helpless in Launch 
Are Rescued, 


DACAL CORRESPONDENCE. ) 

LONG BEACH, May 6.—Sempriano 
Rodriguez is dying at the Seaside Hos- 
pital because he would not yield to 
Jesus Cruz in a quarrel over a silver 
dollar. Cruz admits he shot his fel- 
low-workman during a dispute over 
the ownership of the coin. The affair 
occurred on the Montana Land Com- 
pany'’s rancti, two miles west of Los 
Alamitos. Both men were employed 
there. 

Employees of the ranch called Dr. 
Cc. O. Waterman to attend Rodriguez 
before they learned of the quarrel. 
As Dr. Waterman was examining 4 
bad wound in Rodriguez left side, 
however, Cruz appeared and boasted 
that he had shot the man, saying that 
if Rodriguez had given him the dollar 
he would not have been shot. 

Dr. Waterman reported the matter 
to the police when he returned to his 
office, and Constable Newel! and De- 
tective Cervantes arrested Cruz, who 
made no resistance. He is held pend- 
ing the result of the injuries of the 
wounded Mexican, who is not expected 
to survive the night. The bullet 
ranged downward, liodging in the 
spihe. Rodriguez is paralyzed from 
the waist down, and is sinking. Mi 

TWO MEN RESCUED.

SUICIDE IS IDENTIFIED 
AS MISSING MUSICIAN. 


in the Potter's Field. 


Leonard Smith, Who Disappeared from Whittier, Is 
Nameless Young Man Whose Body Was Found in a 
Pond in Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, and Buried 


HITTIER, May 6.—The story of 
Leonard Smith, the brilliant 
young musician who disappeared 
on April 3, and the story of the name- 
less young man wqhose bullet-pierced 
body was found in a pond in Golden 
Gate Park, San Francisco, on April 
10, were today brought together and 
found to be one and the same. 
Landrum Smith, father of the miss- 
ing man, today, in Sag Francisco, 
went over the description and photo- 
graph of the park suicide kept in the 
Coroner’s office there, and declared 
that he was satisfied the likeness was 
After lying for three 
weeks in the potters field, known 
only by a number, the remains are to 
be exhumed tomorrow and conveyed 
be cremated. 
The identification was first made 
esterday by Chief Deputy Coroner 
oseph P. Kelly of San Francisco, 
when a circular sent out by Sheriff 
Hammel of Los Angeles advertising 
the missing man was received at the 
San Francisco Coroner's office. Smith's 
great height, 6 feet 3 inches, and the 
peculiar growth of his hair to a V- 
shaped point low down on his fore- 
head, as shown in the photograph 
contained in the circular, were found 
to have their counterpart in the de- 
scription of the San Francisco suicide, 
and it was recorded that the dead 
man’s cuff links had been marked 
with the initial “SS.” ‘The Coroner’s 
office in San Francisco notified Los 
Angeles, and the father arrived in San 
Francisco this morning. The story of 
how the body was found is interest- 
ing.

During all 
this time Smith's family in this city 
was conducting a frantic search for 
the missing boy. Because they did 
not think the young man had money 
enough with him when he left to 
travel as far as San Francisco they 
did not at first think of extending 
their investigation to the northern 
city. Landrum Smith said today in 
San Francisco that he was on the 
point of going to that city to start 
search, when word came from the 
Coroner’s office. 

Smith ascribed his son's suicide to 
mental strain due to overwork during 
the Easter period, and said he knew 
of no other reason. peaking of 
stories that a lover’s troubles had 
been responsible for the young mag's 
disappearance, Smith said that if the 
boy had been in love he had never 
spoken of it. 

Where his son went and what he 
did between the time of his disappear- 
ance and his death is a complete mys- 
tery. Every clew followed proved to 
be nothing but a surmise.

INSURANCE COMPANTES FIGHT 
ITALIAN’S CLAIM. 


Underwriters to Investigation and 
Velled Hints of Fraud Fiy Fast in 


the Courtroom. 


Black Hand letters alleged to have 
been received by A. Coniglio, an 
Italian merchant, whose store at No. 
12230 Lemon street was destroyed by 
an explosion July 21, 1913, figure in 
the trial of the sult of Conigliio 
against the Fireman's and the Con- 
necticut fire insurance companies to 
collect the amount of the policies.
